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Year Termed Rewarding 


With this. the last issue of The Hornet for the 1955-56 
college year, Sacramento State College says farewel] to an- 


other eventful and important year in the history of the 
yeung institution, Next year SSC will celebrate its tenth 
anniversary and, more or less, its coming of age. 

This year saw Sacramento State win its first foothall 
yame, the reorganization of the Associated Students con- 
stitution. the enrollment of the college go over 4,000, an 
unusually active Frosh Week and a freshman class that car- 
ried its outstanding spirit through the year and ran more 
candidates for class offices last week than any other class. 

In addition, the 1955 Homecoming celebration drew a 
record crowd and included a super car parade. The opening 
of the Art building, with its Little Gallery and other art 
facilities, last summer, and the Musie-Speech building, with 
its well-equipped stage, radio studios and music rooms, early 
this year were important additions to the campus develop- 
ment program, 

The start of the Student Service building, next to the 
campus bookstore, is an encouraging note to students who 
yave up the student lounge at the end of last semester when 
classroom space became a scarcity. 

For the first time since the start of the college, this 
vear Sacramento State had a marching band. The group's 
yreen and gold uniforms added c« lor and spirit to SSC foot- 
ball games. 

A Hornet editorial at the end of October started off a 
controversy over students holding more than one office. Dis- 
cussion of the matter went from Student Council to the 
hoard of iustice, back to Student Council, back to the board 
and back again to council. After five months of red tape and 
delay, both students resigned from one position, one rather 
reluctantly, still believing himself the exception to the rule. 
This student was then appointed temporarily to the same 
office, which he is still holding. 

The principle set forth in the constitution was upheld, 
but in actual practice the constitution is still being violated. 
Whenever the matter is mentioned it is a laughing matter 
for both council and Associated Students members. It is to 
be hoped that the situation will not occur again. 

A record number of students attended the Model United 
Nations conference in Oregon early in April, when SSC’s 
delegation of 30 was the largest group there. The most 
active Associated Students election campaign in the history 
of SSC was climaxed by an election in which 1,030 students 
voted, the largest number of students ever to vote in an SSC 
election. 

Student Loan Fund drive and the All College picnic 
helped wind up the college year this month. The fund drive 
topped $1,400 and proved both profitable and enjoyable for 
students varticipating. 

Student Council made history last month when it ap- 
proved recommendations of an administrative committee on 
athletics which stated that SSC may have a preseason train- 
ing table for football players, may accept gifts for the 
athletic program, and may give scholarships to athletes. 

All things considered, this has been a successful and 
rewarding year for the college. A hard-working 9nd con- 
scientious Student Council helped the college to advance in 
the eves of students and the community. Council deserves 
a vote of thanks for their work.

Humboldt did it. The Lumberjacks smacked Chico State 
7-% and 6-2 to tie Sacramento State for the Far Western Con- 
ference baseball championship, The Hornets and Jacks split 
a doubleheader here earlier in the season, the only losses for 
either team. 

Although the Arcatans took SSC’s diamond squad in 
the first game of that doubleheader, there was no question 
in spectators’ minds which was the better team. Hal Wolfe 
concurs. He says his present team “is the best group I've 
ever coached.” Coming from a man who has had three 
straight championship baseball teams, this is quite a com- 
pliment. 

For the record, Chico State tied the Hornets in 1954 for 
the crown, Last year Hal Wolfe’s men won it outright. And 
this vear Humboldt and the Riversiders tied for the title. 
Neither SSC nor Hal Wolfe has lost a baseball championship 
since The Nest has been in the Far Western league. 

Things may be just as bright next vear. Accordi: to 
usually reliable sources, Sev eral members of Sacramento 
high school’s Sac-Joaquin championship team are headed 
this way next fall. If so, this may mean the start of a new 
trend. The Nest has received few athletes directly from the 
city’s high schools in the past. 

Of the local high schools, only Grant did not place in the 
first division. El Camino came in second, Lodi third, and 
McClatchy fourth. San Juan, which usually sends a few men 
this way, had a good season also. Sacramento JC, in spite 
of its coach-firing episode, came out on the plus side of the 


baseball ledger.

A major item being considered for next year is the pre- 
season training table, originally proposed in an editorial by 
the writer, and subsequently approved by Council and Ad- 
ministration. 

When and if SSC football teams begin to stir up local 
support, financing a training table, more minor sports, and 
additional student body activities will be less of a problem. 
A bigyver problem, according to one Council member, is “‘let- 
ting the community know that we’re out here, and that 
we're not a teacher’s college, nor a junior college.” 

As far as financin’ is concerned, it is based partly on 
seasonal ticket sales. But community support, either active, 
or by i4entifi-otion. has not developed. 

As an outgrowth of this entire situation is the need for 
a fulk time athletic publicity office. The present one works 
on a part time basis, has a rapid turnover of personnel, and 
from time to time varies greatly in the ability and training 
of the person handling the job. A well trained individual 
handling athletic publicity and public relations would be 
beneficial to the entire college. 

It is a growing . as the number of varsity sports 
has grown, JV’s are expected to be added in football and 


baseball, and boxing and gymnastics have entered the pic- 
ture. 

This is not to be considered a criticism of the present
